W_ . afie grand jury reconvened at 
2:30 p. m. Wednesday, William R. Coyne 
Was prepared to reply to further ques- 
tions relating to the asphalt paving bills 
which had been held up in the House of 
Delegates. Coyne testified Tuesday af- 
ternoon, afte: he had bcen threatened 
with a Jail sertence for refusa! to an- 
swer questions. 

He will be called upon to give all tha 
facts in his possession as to the empioy- 
ment of a “legislative agent’’ for the 
asphalt combine and as to proposals 


-gaid te have peen made looking to the 


payment of 2 cents a yard fees for the 
passage of asphalt bills. 

Investigations by the 
have disclosed the fact that Coyne repre- 
sented that he could procure the passage 
of the asphalt bills. Coyne told Judge 
Muench, after he had been committed 
to Jail, that he honestly believed that 
he would incriminate himself if he an- 
swered questions asked him by the 
grand jury. 

“Tf I did tell anybody that I could get 
legifiation through the House of Dele- 
gatés, would that be a crime?” he asked 
the Court, Judge. Muench refused to ad- 
hat matter, and told him 
that he would either have to answer the 
@pestion or go to Jail. 

Conspiracy to Hold Up Bills. 

The Department of Justice, as the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office is now officially 
styled, does not believe that Coyne is 
bluffing in his refusal to answer ques- 
tions on the ground that he might in- 
criminate himself. It is understood that 
the investigation has developed the fact 
that there was a criminal conspiracy 
among certain members of the House of 
Delegates to hold up the asphalt paving 
bills in the hope of forcing contractors 
**to come across’’ with money for their 

e. 

Judge Muench again overruled Cir- 
cult Attorney Sager in his application to 
compel Naughton to tell where he got 
the $500 alleged to have been paid to 
Delegate Priesmeyer at the direction of 
Delegate Warner to influence their vetes 
on Henry Ascher’s garage bill. The Cir- 


eult Attorney stated that the grand jury 


had ascertained that Naughton carried 
the five $100 bills to Sam Weisman, a 
tailor, of 1314 Olive street. 
Lawyer Expects Indictment. 

Sager contends that Naughton, in re- 
fusing to answer the questions, is mere- 
ly demonstrating his loyalty to the 
House combine responsible for him. He 
doesn’t believe that Naughton refused 
to answer the questions because he 
would incriminate himself, although 
former Judge Moore, counsel for Naugh- 
ten, in his argument before the Court, 
stated that he expected his client to be 


'§ndi¢eted for participation in the House 


of Delegates affair. 

Judge Muench, in deciding that 
Naughton need not answer the question, 
gaid that the new questions prepared by 
Sager did not differ materially from the 
old ones on which he had ruled before. 

Cireuit Attorney Sager expressed 
much displeasure when he learned that 
the Linde Carpet Co. had failed to pro- 
duce its books and papers called for in 
the subpena duces tecum Rudolph A, 
Linde, a member of the firm, appeared 
at the Four Courts, but stated that he 
Was not the custodian of the books.

moment. 

It is impossible to communicate with 
the Secretary at present and the offi- 
cials are silent regarding the change in 
his plans. It is understood, however. 
that he will leave here on the tlagship 
Rainbow. Rear Admiral Hemphill re- 
ceived a cablegram on Monday asking 
Whether or not he could make the 
cruiser ready to sail on Sunday. He 
responded in the affirmative and was 
informed unofficially that a matter of 
the utmost importance is pending in 
Germany and Secretary Taft’s presence 
there is necessary immediately. 

The hasty departure of Secretary Taft 
will cut short his stay in the Philippines 
one week. He originally intended to 
leave on Sunday, but recently changed 
his plans so as to permit of a longer 
stay so as to clear up important busi- 
ness. The summons he has received 
from President Roosevelt will cut short 
the progress made for his entertain- 
ment in Manila. He and his party are 
due from Baguio tomorrow evening, 
when he is expected to attend a ban- 
quet in his honor given by the American 
residents of the city.

The derelict 
Froved to be a four-masted, sSquare- 
rigged ship that in every way answered 
the description of the Sewell. 

On the shore of Noir Island a landing 
party from the Norwegian vessel 
covered traces proving that a consider- 
able party from the wreck had made its 
Way to land. The trail led away from 
the beach. 

Had to Abandon 

The sailors fren the 
lowed the trail as far as they could 
make it out, but finally had to abandon 
the search owing to the danger from the 
cannibals that inhabit the island. The 
natives on the islands In that part of the 
sea are cannibals of the fiercest kind 
and shipwrecked sallors could have lit- 
tle hope of escaping from them.

Dutcher Declares.

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—secause of tue 
decrease in birds, the United States is 
losing yearly without protest a sum 
larger than the. capitalization of all the 
national banks in the country. This 
Statement was made by President Wil- 
liam Dutcher of the National Associa- 
tion of Audubon Socteties at the annuai 
meeting of the association here. 

The public, declared Mr. Dutcher, 
placidly allows agricultural creps valued 
at $800,000,000 to be annually destroyed 
oy insects, which destruction is entirely 
dug to the rapid decrease in the number 








of insectivereus birds in the country.

Some of 
them have voluntarily come back to 
the highways of the law, some have 
never departed from these highways, 
but none that I recall have been de- 
stroyed. 

What One Corporation Did. 

“I know one corporation that organ- 
ized recently under the laws of New 
Jersey with an authorized capital of $49,- 
000,000. For seme reasons this must 
have looked high even to promoters, for 
only $10,000,000 was issued. After a little 
while this $10,000,000 was reduced to §2,- 


000,000; whether from some scruple of 
the stockholders or some business expe- 
dient, I do not know. All I do know 
is that a little while after that the cor- 
poration landed in the bankruptcy court 
with asseta all told of $25,000.

NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—H. Bradley Pot- 
ter Jr. of Philadelphia is believed by 
Corener Harburger and the police to 
have been murdered yestercay evening 
in his rooms on the fourteenth floor of 
the Waldorf-Astoria, although a letter 
found would indicate that he had been 
beaten by thugs Saturday night. 


HIS WIFE 








The man's bruised and bleeding body, | 


nude: except for a light shirt, was dis- 
eovered about 10:30 o'clock last night, 
lying across the threshold of his bath- 
room. His skull was fractured, his 
nose broken, his lips beaten to a pulp 
and his thighs and legs covered with 
bruises. 

It was about 6 o’oclock yesterday even- 
ing that occupants of rooms in the same 
corridor with Potter heard a scuffle in 
the Philadeiphian’s suite. The disturb- 
ance lasted several minutes and then all 
became silent. 

About 7 o'clock groans were heard 
coming through the transom over the 
entrance to the suite. These groans con- 
tinued for perhaps fifteen minutes and 
then died out gradually ds If the person 
were falling asleep. 

It was then that Potter was undoubt- 
edly breathing his last. 


His Jewelry Missing. 


An examination of Potter's effects dis- 
closed the fact that a gold watch and 
rings, which he had been known to have, 
were missing. In his trousers pockets 
was found $16.36. 

The hotel managers say that as soon 
as they heard of the scuffle and the 
groans, they forced an entrance to Pot- 
ter’s room. That as near as the three 
men who broke in could fix the time was 
10:30 o'clock. 

The first thing the hotel attaches saw, 
they say, wasa letter lying ontop of the 
bureau in Potter's bedroom. It was ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Bradley Potter Jr., 
Doylestown, Pa. It read as follows: 

“Dear Wife—In the lefthand drawer 
of the bureau you will find in the tin 
box an envelope in which are the names 
of all the insurance companies I repre- 
sent. Write to every one of them and 
ask them to appoint you their agent.’’

The letter then spoke about some pri-

‘Papa and I have been together gen- 
erally always, and I stayed because

die and that no one was trying to kill 
him. He told me all the time that he 
Wus going to die and he wanted me to 
share the glorious end. 

While we were driving in the buggy 
I did not talk to him very much because 


I stayed with him every minute and 
when the men eame late in the night 
to take him away he and I were in the 
house alone and so I went to Edwards- 
ville with him. They took me to the 
Leland Hotel and promised me that papa 
would be taken care of.’’ 

Mamie Drda has been a constant com- 
panion of her father, she says, and has 
helped with the work about tne farm. 

‘Papa thought I could help him better 
than a man,” the girl said proudly. ‘‘I 
have helped him work in the fields. We 
have generally always been together.’’ 

This courageous slip of a girl, the 
pride of her grateful mother and admir- 
ing friends, pleaded that her father 
should be given another trial to over- 
come the insanity which has rendered 
the loving husband and father a menace 
to the lives of his family. 

“We never had any trouble at home,”

“FIRST IN EVERYTHING.” 
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BANK FALSEHOODS IN OKLAHOMA. 

It is said that if Indian Territory had had a 
Governor or ar Acting Governor action similar 
‘to that taken in Oklahoma with reference to 
the banks would have been resorted to. 

Indian Territory, therefore, will have reason 
to felicitate itself upon its lack of meddlesome 
and sensational officials. There are times ap- 
parent.y when no government is desirable. 

The folly in Oklahoma did not lie so much 
in closing the banks for a week as it did in 
.the false and mischievous excuses given there- 
for. 

It is not true, as the Acting Governor of that 
Territory saic, that St. Louis Danks have sus- 
pended payments and it is not true, 1s the bank- 
ers of Oklahoma now say ir a public apology, 
that in shutting up shop the territorial banks 
followed the example of financial institutions in 
St. Louis anc elsewhere. 

The course pursued by the banks and bank- 
ers of the country generally was wisely calcu- 
lated to protect credit, prevent panic and as- 
sist legitimate commerce and industry. 

The misleading and sensatfonal whoop of the 
Acting Governor of Oklahoma, followed, as it 
was, by the closing of every bank in the Ter- 
ritory, was well devised to cause unnecessary 
excitement, alarm and hardship. 

In this section of th. country only the banks of 
Oklahoma hav’e closed their doors, leaving busi- 
ness affairg in chaos, and they took refuge behind 
an untruth ‘n doing so. 
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HOARDING MAKES HARD TIMES. 

Drawing deposits out of sound financial keeping 
and good use to hoard them in chimney corners 
is a miserly means of self-destruction and a 
means of cowardly injury upon others. 

Money in a bank is safer in any event than 
when secreted about the house, behind a loose 
brick in the wa!l, or in a stovepipe or a bureau 
drawer. When foolish depositors lose faith in 
banks it is harvest time for burglars and sneak 
thieves, and wealth is lost, burned up, borrowed 
or needlessly dissipated. The panic-stricken who 
withdraw their funds rarely have as much to put 
back when the flurry is over. 

But their chie mischief and undoing lie in the 
crime of stealth committed on business and in- 
dustry. Each unnecessury withdrawal of funds 
from the common supply is a secret blood-let- 
ting; a waste of sustenance, a withdrawal of the 
very vitality and support of the community. 

Hoarding is the starvation policy that makes 
hard times, tx t bankrupts business, grows cob- 
webs across factory doors and sends Coxey’s 
armies wailing through the land.

Prof. Lounsbury, professor of English 
at Yale, has a very good joke on Ben 
Johnson. Ben put in a good deal of his 
time inveighing against ine use of 
“from’’ before ‘“‘hence,”’ “thence’’ and 
“whence.’’ He attacked these expres- 
sions with great vigor in his dictionary. 
“From hence.’ he wrote, ‘“‘is a vicious 
expression which crept into use even 
among good authors as the original 
force of the word hence was gradually 
forgotten.’ Of “‘from thence,”’ he said. 
“It is a barbarous expression, thence im- 
plying the same; yet it wants not good 
authority. Of ‘‘from whence” he wrote, 
“It is a vicious mode of #peech.”’ 

But Prof. Lounsbury ts able to show 
us where Johnson himself used one of 
these expressions, faliing, as his critic 
belleves, into the common error of his 
time. He tells us in his ‘“‘Lile of Sav- 
age’ that the three persons concerned 
were committed to the Gatehouse, 
“from whence *4* * they were re- 
moved in the night to Newgate.”’ 

We beg to submit that if this single 
offense is all the Professor can find, it 
is not enough. If:the printers of that 
time had not put at least one across on 
the old man, they would not have been 
printers. A majority in his favor is 
quite enough to acquit him.

ALREADY FAR’ BEHIND 





Airships Will Never Be of 
Commerciai Value, It 
Is Contended. 

















By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 30.—Airships wing- ' 
ing their way from ship to land, then 
passing overhead like some gigantic gull 
~d ma.ting a return flight in the direc- 
tien whence they came, are to be part 
of our naval forces within the next ten. 
years. 
Ati least that's what the aeronauts. 
who gatnered here for their annuul con- 

gress say will surely come to pass. 

And Rear Admiral C. M. Chester in- 
sists that the United States Navy must 
te thoroughly equipped with an aerial 
squadron in the very near future or we 
‘vill :ose our standing as a world power 
on the seas, 

“Communication with the 
means of wireless telegraph, 
Admiral, “is a wonderrul aid, but we 
must have airships, balloons or what- 
eer form of uir craft may be the most 
feasible to sail ashore and take obser- 
vations that will be of assistance to the_ 
navy in times of war. | 

“Other countries have adopted similar 
ineasures and the United States. must 
abreast of the times. The Aus- 
trian Navy is using the balloons to 
great advantage. England, Germany | 
and France have experimented exten- 
sively, but with just what results we 
do not know. 

Russtans’ Bad Aerial Aid. 

“During the Russo-Japanese war the! 
Russians had aerial aid at Viadivostok |; 
and sent many balloons ashore, gain- 
Ing valuable information while the 
Japanese were none the wiser.” 

According to Admiral Chester, and to | 
Rrig. Gen. Allen. neaad of tne United , 
States Signai Corps, the United States 
Government is keenly alive to the force 
‘f aerial navigation as a weapon in 
times of war, and the next Congress will 
probably appropriate at least $200,000 for 
continuing the experiments. Kut an 
aerial squadron for the navy is not 
the only thing that is going t6 surprise | 
us. We are yoing to have balloons val 
nail carriers.

“The aeroplane is certainly here to 
stay,’’ is the opinion of Prof. Moore, 
‘ond in it Hes the future development 
ot navigating the air. We must nave 
a flying craft that can be steered in 
any direction. .regardiess of the wind. 
The aeroplane, when improved, will do 
that. An aeroplane has already Sailed 
®°4$ miles at the rate of more than thirty 
miles an hour. In time they will. per- 
fect this so that I believe they will he 
able to flv in anv direction within a 


radius of 200 or 500 miles and maintain , 


a speed of 50 miles an hour. 

“No,.”’ admitted Mr. Moore, “‘the 
ship, in my opinion, will never be of 
commercial use; that is, 
passengers or freight. Their 
be Iimited to sport, for military scout- 


ing and scientific research.”
